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Rudyard Kipling once said in his ‘Ballad of East and West,"' that ''East is east and west is west, and never the twain 
shall meet.’ That may have been true in his time, ‘way back when," but in the high speed world of today east 


has met and mingled with west. We are conscious of eastern influence in fashions — the mandarin style and rich 
brocades and silks; in food — sukiyaki tempura and sweet and sour delicacies; in architecture — the low, unclut- 
tered look of Oriental living; and in world affairs — of war and peace. Just as eastern ideas have spread west- 


ward, so have western methods become an important part of Oriental living. The old Orient of kimonos, decorous 
customs and chopsticks exists today mainly in books and as wistful memories, even though the western influence has 
all but obliterated many age-old trademarks. Sing Lee, emissary from the old Orient, has arrived at BHS to look at 
western ways of life. His visit symbolizes the desire of people everywhere to know more about the customs of oth- 
ers, and in so doing to enrich their own lives. It is because of this that we designate the theme of the 1957 SHUK-

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Bellingham's Red Raiders finished their final season in the What- 
com County League in a tie with Lynden for first place. Both 
squads sported a ||-! league record.
